Mr.  Floyd  Abrams,  who  has  argued  more  cases 
before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  issues 
relating  to  freedom  of  the  press  than  any  other 
lawyer  in  American  history,  will  be  the  guest 
speaker  at  the  Men's  Club  Shabbat  Service,  Fri¬ 
day,  March  25  at  8  p.m. 

During  the  service,  the  Men's  Club  will  also 
single  out  and  commend  those  men  and  women 
who,  by  their  presence,  helped  to  maintain  the 
daily  minyan  throughout  the  past  year. 

Mr.  Abrams 

A  partner  in  the  New  York  law  firm  of  Cahill 
Gordon  &  Reindel,  Mr.  Abrams  was  a  Visiting 
Lecturer  at  Yale  Law  School  from  1974  to  1980 
and  from  1986  to  1987  where  he  taught  courses 
in  Constitutional  Law.  In  1980,  he  taught  at  the 
Columbia  Graduate  School  of  Journalism  and  was 
designated  an  Associate  in  Journalism.  From 
1981-1985,  he  taught  at  the  Columbia  Law  School . 

Currently,  he  is  serving  as  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Appointments  for  New  York 
City.  Previously,  he  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Freedom  of  Speech  and  of  the  Press 
of  the  Individual  Rights  Sections  of  the  American 
Bar  Association  and  of  the  Committee  of  Freedom 
of  Expression  of  the  Litigation  Section  of  the 
ABA. 

The  American  Bar  Association  awarded  Mr. 
Abrams  its  Certificate  of  Merit  five  years  ago  for 
his  article,  “The  New  Effort  to  Control  Informa¬ 
tion,”  published  in  the  New  York  Times  Magazine 
section,  which  was  described  by  the  ABA  as  a 
“noteworthy  contribution  to  public  understanding 
of  the  American  system  of  law  and  justice.” 

Mr.  Abrams  is  a  graduate  of  Cornell  Univer¬ 
sity  and  the  Yale  Law  School.  He  has  received 
many  awards  throughout  his  career  and  has 
published  numerous  articles. 

Minyanaires  Commended 

Ten  men  and  women  will  receive  inscribed 
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From  Purim  To  Pesah 

When  Adar  arrives,  joy  is  on  the  increase.  So 
say  our  rabbis  and  they  know  what  they  say.  Adar 
is  the  month  of  Purim,  and  Purim  is  a  joy.  And 
once  Purim  has  come,  can  Pesah  be  far  behind? 
A  month ,  and  I  suspect  that  there  are  fewer  months 
that  fly  by  so  fast.  From  joy  to  gladness,  from 
Purim  to  Pesah .  It  is  an  extraordinary  time  of  year. 

But  they  come  so  fast,  these  holidays,  and,  like 
most  Jewish  holidays,  always  too  soon.  Is  there 
ever  enough  time  to  get  ready  for  Pesah?  And 
therein  lies  a  problem. 

There  is  no  other  festival  like  Pesah  that  means 
so  much  to  Jews.  No  other  festival  is  so  widely 
celebrated.  No  other  festival  brings  the  family 
together.  No  other  festival  gives  every  Jew  the 
sense  of  being  part  of  an  ancient  ritual,  making 
time  disappear  and  putting  the  twentieth  century 
Jew  in  a  time  machine  that  brings  him  back  over 
3000  years  to  Egypt  and  the  liberation  of  the  Jews. 

But  people  tell  me  Pesah  is  too  hard.  Someone 
even  says  that,  of  all  the  times  of  the  year,  this 
is  the  one  when  slavery  can  be  tasted  best  — 
because  of  all  the  work  that  Pesah  entails. 

There  is  another  kind  of  preparation  for  Pesah, 
though,  and  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  food. 
Preparation  of  the  spirit,  religious  preparation. 
How  about  preparing  the  Haggadot  before 
Passover  eve?  Being  certain,  first  of  all,  that 
enough  of  the  Haggadot  are  the  same  so  that 
everyone  can  participate.  If  your  seder  guests  do 
not  understand  Hebrew,  then  read  at  least  part 
of  the  story  in  English.  The  whole  story  if  you 
like.  But  have  the  same  books  so  this  can  be  suc¬ 
cessfully  done. 

Study  the  laws  if  you  can.  In  any  case,  concen¬ 
trate  on  the  Haggadah.  Think  about  what  there 
is  this  year  that  should  be  stressed  at  the  Seder 
table:  Soviet  Jews?  The  meaning  of  Israel  to  the 
liberation  of  the  Jews?  Very  important  this  year. 
Syrian  Jews  who  are  imprisoned?  The  power  of 
God  to  liberate?  Jewry  after  the  Holocaust?  Food 
cannot  be  made  at  the  last  minute,  nor  can  good 
food  for  thought. 

And  share  the  work.  Women  and  men.  So  that 
when  we  come  to  the  seder  our  minds  are  fully 
there  and  we  can  see  ourselves  as  if  we  had  come 
outofEygpt.  Liberation  takes  preparation.  From 
Purim  to  Pesah  is  just  the  right  time!  A  joyous 
Purim  and  a  happy  Passover  to  you!

At  Home 

Forbidden  Foods 

CERTAIN  FOODS  CAN  NOT  be  eaten  on  Passover.  These  include  those  fo(X 
prepared  from  five  species  of  grain:  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt  and  rye  which 
have  been  allowed  to  leaven.  Any  food  containing  even  a  minute  amount 
of  this  leavened  grain  is  forbidden  on  Passover.  In  addition,  rice,  millet, 
corn,  peas  and  beans  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  prohibited  foods  by  the 
rabbis. 

Therefore,  bread,  cake,  cookies  and  crackers  are  prohibited,  as  well  as 
cereals  made  from  these  grains.  Alcoholic  beverages,  including  wines,  are 
forbidden  as  well,  unless  they  are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover.  Since  all 
mixtures  of  leavened  or  fermented  grains  are  prohibited,  foods  such  as  can¬ 
dies  and  soft  drinks  must  contain  a  Kosher  for  Passover  certification  to  be 
used  on  Passover.  Commercially  produced  cakes,  cookies  and  mixes  which 
are  certified  Kosher  for  Passover  by  rabbinical  authority  are  permitted. 

Permitted  Foods 

permitted  without  a  Kosher  for  Passover  label  are:  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  those  mentioned  above)  in  both  their  natural  and  frozen  state,  string 
beans,  coffee,  tea,  sugar,  salt,  pepper  and  garlic  provided  no  other  ingre¬ 
dient  has  been  added  to  them. 

Dishes  and  Utensils 

ONLY  DISHES  and  utensils  specially  reserved  for  Passover  should  be  us¬ 
ed.  It  is  possible  to  kosher  utensils  made  wholly  of  metal  and  which  are 
used  during  the  year  by  thoroughly  scouring  them,  allowing  them  to  stand 
unused  for  24  hours  and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  All  table 
glassware  is  permitted  after  thorough  scouring. 

Pots  and  pans  made  wholly  of  metal  which  are  used  for  cooking  (not  for 
baking)  may  be  koshered  by  being  washed  thoroughly,  waiting  24  hours 
and  then  immersing  them  in  boiling  water.  Vessels  made  wholly  of  metal, 
but  used  for  boiling,  may  be  koshered  by  scouring  and  then  heating  them 
until  they  are  red  hot.  / 

All  utensils  used  for  baking  during  the  year  cannot  be  used  for  PassovJL 
Earthenware,  enamelware  and  porcelain  utensils  used  during  the  year  may 
not  be  used  during  Passover.

Looking  Back  and  Looking  Forward 

Twenty-three  years  ago.  in  the  Fall  of  1965,  the 
Nursery  School  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  time 
with  one  class  of  fifteen  3  Vi  to  4Vi  year  olds.  It 
took  several  years  of  hard  work  prior  to  that 
momentous  morning  to  bring  into  reality  the 
school  we  now  call  “The  Early  Childhood  Center 
of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.” 

A  study  was  made  by  an  appointed  committee 
of  the  School  Board  to  assess  the  need  for  a  Jewish 
Nursery  School .  It  was  learned  that  congregants 
were  sending  their  children  to  Nursery  School 
at  the  Brick  Church  and  the  Church  of  the  Heaven¬ 
ly  Rest.  There  was  a  need  for  a  Jewish  Nursery 
School  where  Shabbat  would  be  understood 
through  candle  lighting  and  eating  Hallah  at  Juice 
Time  on  Fridays;  where  Jewish  holidays  would 
be  celebrated  on  the  level  a  three  and  four  year 
old  would  understand.  Parents  would  be  invited 
to  participate  with  the  hope  that  the  learning  pro¬ 
cess  of  both  parent  and  child  would  encourage 
them  to  take  into  their  homes  what  was  practiced 
in  school. 

With  the  approval  of  the  School  Board,  the 
study  was  brought  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  With 
the  approval  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Nursery  School  opened  its  doors  on  that  Fall 
morning  in  1965.  Tuition  was  $600,  including  the 
registration  fee.  Children  of  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  were  given  preference  and  then  places 
were  given  to  children  from  the  community.  It 
was  hoped  that  those  parents  who  were  not 
members  would  become  members  of  the 
synagogue.  The  fifth  floor  and  the  roof  of  the 
Milton  Steinberg  House  was  used. 

That  first  class  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Rivka  Singer, 
a  trained  Teacher-Director  with  a  Master’s  Degree 
from  Hunter  College  and  a  Bachelor  of  Religious 
Education  from  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary, 
with  additional  training  in  Early  Childhood 
Education  at  Bank  Street  College.  Assisting  her 
was  a  trained  licensed  teacher  in  the  field  of 
Early  Childhood  Education. 

The  School  was  an  immediate  success.  The 
following  Fall ,  1966,  three  classes  were  organiz¬ 
ed:  one  class  for  the  three  year  olds;  one  class 
for  the  four  year  olds  which  met  in  the  morning; 
one  class  for  the  four  year  olds  which  met  in  the 
afternoon .  Each  child  was  always  visited  in  his/her 
home  before  the  start  of  school.  At  a  later  time, 
a  class  for  five  year  olds  was  added. 

It  was  a  time  of  great  closeness  among  the 
parents,  staff  and  school.  Each  year  at  Hanuk- 
kah  time,  the  parents  were  invited  to  our  home 
(The  Wimpies)  for  candle  lighting,  singing  songs, 
eating  latkes  and  discussing  the  perennial  Hanuk- 
kah  v.  Christmas  dilemma.  A  luncheon  was  held 
for  the  teachers  during  the  clean-up  week  follow¬ 
ing  the  closing  of  school  for  the  year.  Study  groups 
for  the  teachers  were  given  by  Rabbi  Wernick, 
then  Principal  of  the  Hebrew  School. 


From  this  small  beginning  we  have  come  to  this 
day  in  the  year  1988  when  our  school  is  rated  tops 
by  educators  and  parents  and  the  children.  We 
are  now  considered  to  be  one  of  the  leading  Jewish 
Nursery  Schools.  We  can  point  with  pride  to  the 
dedication  of  our  Director,  Edith  Paul,  and  her 
staff  who  are  able  to  combine  what  is  best  in 
Early  Childhood  Education  and  Jewish  educa¬ 
tion  for  the  young  child.  We  can  truly  say: 

“The  days  is  short 
The  work  is  great 
And  the  reward  is  abundant.”

Early  Childhood  Education 
Is  More  Than  Juice  &  Cookies 

The  Early  Childhood  Center  provides  children 
between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  with  their  first 
school  experience.  Thus  it  carries  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  laying  the  foundation  for  all  their  future 
learning. 

This  great  responsibility  has  led  us  to  fashion 
a  program  based  upon  a  careful  consideration  of 
contemporary  theories  of  child  development  and 
early  childhood  education,  one  of  whose  over¬ 
riding  principles  is  that  the  learning  process  for 
young  children  is  best  rooted  in  an  active,  free 
and  creative  exploration  of  their  environment. 
One  of  the  vital  elements  in  this  environment  are 
teachers  with  whom  the  children  can  establish 
trusting  relationships,  teachers  who  value  and 
respect  individual  differences  among  children  and 
who  are  professionally  skilled  in  ways  of  en¬ 
couraging  each  child  to  work  and  play  as  inten¬ 
sively  as  possible,  with  all  the  vitality,  enthusiasm 
and  creativity  that  is  natural  to  young  children. 

We  do  not  subscribe,  however,  to  an  excessively 
permissive  and  laisser-faire  attitude.  Instead  we 
strive  for  a  balance  between  flexibility  and  struc¬ 
ture,  between  self-initiated  activity  and  guided 
activity.  Accordingly,  we  provide  a  wide  variety 
of  carefully  selected  materials  and  age- 
appropriate  first  hand  experiences.  These  are 
designed  to  stimulate  curiosity  and  maximize 
engagement,  while  gradually  leading  the  children 
to  a  sense  of  mastery  and  competence. 

Because  the  Early  Childhood  Center  is  a  Jewish 
School,  our  goal  is  to  provide  the  children  and 
their  families  with  a  deep  connection  with  our 
Jewish  tradition  and  heritage,  thus  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  for  a  meaningful  Jewish  identity.  Each  Fri¬ 
day  we  teach  the  children  the  meaning  of  Shab¬ 
bat  by  creating  an  atmosphere  of  peace  and 
celebration  through  the  lighting  of  candles,  the 
chanting  of  the  brakhot,  the  eating  of  hallah  and 
the  singing  of  Shabbat  songs.  Similarly,  we  teach 
the  meaning  and  spirit  of  all  of  the  major  holidays 
by  introducing  the  children  to  the  history,  the 
foods,  the  rituals  and  the  songs  that  are  associated 
with  them.  We  remain  sensitive,  of  course,  to  the 
children’s  limited  capacity  for  understanding  as 
well  as  their  limitless  capacity  for  emotional  in¬ 
volvement  in  both  the  solemn  and  the  joyful ,  but 


we  strive  to  make  the  holidays  as  rich  in  meaning 
as  possible.  Furthermore,  by  actively  involving 
their  parents  and  grandparents  in  our  holiday 
celebrations,  we  hope  to  give  the  children  and 
their  families  a  meaningful  and  joyful  way  of 
belonging  to  a  Jewish  community.

Motherly  Musings 

As  the  mother  of  a  child  who  is  completing  her 
third  and  final  year  at  the  Early  Childhood  Center. 
I  have  the  opportunity  to  reflect  on  the  experiences 
of  our  family  during  the  course  of  her  education 
there. 

The  first  thing  that  comes  to  mind  is  the  enor¬ 
mous  intellectual  and  social  development  that  I 
observed  in  my  daughter.  Sarah ,  as  she  progressed 
through  the  school.  At  the  time  Sarah  began  the 
Early  Childhood  Center  program  she  was  a  2Vi 
year  old  toddler  who  had  been  cared  for  solely 
by  her  parents  and  an  occasional  babysitter.  As 
a  result  she  was  more  dependent  on  me,  her 
mother,  and  perhaps  less  accepting  of  new  adults 
than  many  other  children  her  age.  With  this  in 
mind  I  braced  myself  for  a  protracted  separation 
process  when  she  entered  the  class  for  two  year 
olds  taught  by  Barbara  Zelner  and  Carmen 
Isselbacher.  However,  from  the  moment  I  saw  the 
relaxed  and  gentle  reasssurance  with  which  the 
teachers  welcomed  each  child  into  the  classroom 
and  engaged  them  in  various  activities,  I  realiz¬ 
ed  that  Sarah  would  transfer  her  trust  to  them  as 
readily  as  she  actually  did. 

As  the  end  of  the  first  year  approached.  Sarah 
and  I  were  saddened  by  the  thought  of  leaving 
school  for  the  summer  and  Barbara’s  and 
Carmen’s  classroom  forever.  But  due  to  Sarah’s 
positive  experience  with  Barbara  and  Carmen, 
she  eagerly  greeted  her  new  teachers,  Stephanie 
and  Judy  and  Janet,  Jill  and  Vicky,  (with  whom 
she  became  equally  attached  within  a  few  days 
of  the  start  of  school)  the  following  two 
Septembers.  And  each  new  teacher  in  turn  lent 
her  own  talents,  interests,  personality  and  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  children’s  intellectual,  social  and 
aesthetic  development.  For  the  parents,  these 
teachers  together  with  the  Director,  Edith  Paul, 
have  provided  a  constant  and  invaluable  source 
of  wisdom,  guidance  and  support  on  all  matters 
of  child  rearing  during  these  important  years. 

Equally  important  has  been  the  wonderful  in¬ 
troduction  to  Jewish  observance,  history  and 
culture  that  the  Early  Childhood  Center  gives  its 
students.  The  children  prepare  for  and  celebrate 
Shabbat  and  the  holidays  through  stories,  song, 
dance,  cooking  and  artwork.  My  husband  and 
I  feel  a  surge  of  pride  every  Friday  night  when 
Sarah  chants  in  Hebrew  the  brakhot  over  the 
candles,  the  wine  and  the  hallah.  We  eagerly  an¬ 
ticipate  the  school  holiday  festivities  in  which  the 
children  joyfully  teach  and  entertain  us.  Indeed, 
Sarah's  greatest  fear  when  I  went  to  school  for 
a  conference  with  Edith  Paul  in  early  December 
was  that  I  might  divulge  to  Edith  the  contents  of
